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petitions  were  filed  this  year 
concerning  cutting  taxes,  my 
income  tax  cut  plan  goes  right 
to  the  heart  of  the  matter  — 
by  cutting  income  taxes  by 
S3 18  million,  state  govern- 
ment is  forced  to  reduce  itself.

TAX-AX  is  a signature  peti- 
tion drive  that  would  place  the 
question  of  an  income  tax  cut 
plan  before  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  1980.

the  House  fails  to  pass  the  bill, 
additional  signatures  will  be 
gathered  in  order  to  have  the 
question  placed  on  the  1980 
ballot  as  a bjnding  referendum 
question. 

The  petition  ealls  for  the 
reduction  of  state  income 
taxes.  It  would  repeal  the  7 
1/2  percent  surtax  on  income, 
increase  the  exemptions  for 
persons  over  65  and  for  all 
dependents  from  S799  to 
SI. 200  and  the  deductions  for 
dependents  under  age  of  12 
from  S600  to  SI. 200.  The 
personal  exemption  for  the 
taxpayer  and  spouse  would 


change  from  an  amount  vary- 
ing between  S2.600  to  $4,600, 
depending  on  income  from  the 
spouse,  to  $4,000  regardless 
of  income  of  the  spouse. 

Also,  the  petition  would 
increase  the  amount  for  w hich 
no  tax  is  due  from  S3. 000  to 
$4,000  for  single  taxpayers 
and  from  S5.000  to  $6,000  for 
joint  taxpayers.  It  would 
exclude  the  first  $2,000  of  un- 
earned income  of  single  tax- 
payers and  married  taxpayers 
filing  separately  and  the  first 
$4,000  of  unearned  income  of 
married  taxpayers  filing  joint- 
ly.
